In the early evening they entered the 


residence of A. R. White, corner of 
Elk and Pine streets, where they stole 
a silver watch, a razor, drinking cup, 
pillow case, football, about 100 lead 
pencils and other articles, which they 
secreted beneath the bathing house, at 
the Boy Hcouts park, near the Wiscon- 
sin river.

Aspirants for Postoffice it Ctmthemille,

Gazette an interesting letter, which in 
part is as follows: 


While at Caruthersville, Mo., contin- 


uing my search for information, I en- 
countered some familiar names. The 
city containa about 5,000 inhabitants 
and is the home of the state aenator 
and member of the house of represent- 
atives from their respective districts, 
also one of the judges of the supreme 
court. 
The honorable senator 
and 


judge being absent, I did not have an 
opportunity of seeing them, but had a 
very interesting visit with Representa- 
tive Sterling H. McCarthy, chairman 
of the committee on constitutional 
amendments in the 47th general as- 
sembly of the Missouri legislature. 
In 


our conversation he often referred to 
the speaker of the bouse, whose name 
was James H. Hull, and so forgetting 
the distance and unfamiliar scene, with 
McCarthy and Hull of Missouri, I 
jumped back home for an hour with my 
honorable friends of Wisconsin. I take 
the liberty to enclose a clipping, which 
explains itself, and may be of interest 
to you. I shall watch the outcome of 
the rather strange proceeding with 
considerable interest, as the election of 
postmaster is a subject which has been 
quite generally discussed both here and 
elsewhere. The clipping contains the 
rules to govern a primary election to 
determine the choice of the people of 
the town for the office of postmaster, 
there being several avowed candidates, 
ami the rules were drawn up by Hon. 
Jos. J. Russell, congressman from the 
district, and are as follows:

the 2"th day of October, 1913, a Demo- 
cratic primary election to nominate a 
candidate for Postmaster at Caruthers- 
vilie, Mo.

Attorney-General Owen 
has

; that city officers cannot write insur- 
! anpe for 
municipalities. 
He further 


says, in answer to an inquiry as to 
whether a city officer or his employe 


! who represents fire insurance compan- 
: ics, may write insurance on city prop- 
erty, and whether such policies are 
void, says: "There are very persua- 
jsive reasons for believing that should 
jsuch a case be presented to our court 
, the insurance companies would be held 


j liable on the policy." 
He points out 


that the statute evidently was enacted 
for the protection of the city, inasmuch 
as the law further provides, "and the 
city shall incur no liability thereon." 


But as a matter of public policy At- 


torney General Owen points out that a 
city officer violating the spirit of a 
sthtute of this kind is certainly offend- 
ing against the law even though' he 
may not be held technically account- 
able. 


"A city officer who will persist in 


writing insurance on city property, or 
consents to another city officer so doing 
it, jeopardizing the interests of the 
city, is guilty of most reprehensible 
conduct," he says, "and where such 
contracts of insurance now exist the 
interests of the city demand that they 
oe nulled and new policies written."

At the October meeting of the com- 


mon council, the members of the two 
fire companies presented a 
petition 


asking for an increase in wages from 
$50 to $60 per month and the same will 
no doubt be acted upon at the Novem- 
ber meeting, to be held next Tuesday 
evening. 
In this connection we wish 


to speak of an action taken by the 
Appleton council last week. 
In that 


city firemen who served during the 
first year were paid $55 per month and 
for the second and third year, $60 per 
month, while firemen who served after 
three years were paid $65 per month, 
and their wages have been increased 
to $70 per month, the reasons for the 
increase as given by the council being 
as follows: 


The pay for members of the depart- 


ment has remained unchanged for a 
period of five years or more, while the 
cost of living has increased materially 
during that time. 


A large portion of the older and 


more experienced firemen are continu- 
ally leaving the service because of the 
insufficient wages. 


The hazards of the work and the 


long hours, of service, including ab- 
sence from family, etc., justify a sub- 
stantial wage. 


Assurances have been extended by 


the city government to various com- 
mittees of firemen, from time to time 
during the last two years, of the need 
and justice of a reasonable increase 
in their pay. 


The present fire and police commis- 


sion has recommended to the present 
city government an increase in the 
scale of wages now prevailing in the 
fire department.

known as chapter 625. laws of 


1913, 
and Mr. Tovey's offer to take 


charge of Worzella and pay him the 
sum of $1 25 per day and board until 
he had earned enough to pay the fine 
and coats, was accepted. The law is 
very liberal to prisoners who take ad- 
vantage of thia chapter, providing that 
every person employed who shall per- 
form faithfully all the duties assigned 
to him. shall for industry and good be- 
havior, be entitled to a deduction from 
the time of bia sentence of one-fourth 
the time thereof. The jail limits do 
not extend beyond the county boundary 
in a case of thia kind; in other words a 
prisoner cannot be taken out of the 
county to work, and if a prisoner at- 
tempts to escape he subjects himself 
to a sentence to atate prison or to the 
county jail for not more than one year. 
He must also abstain 
from intoxi- 


cants under penalty, and a person who 
furnishes a prisoner with intoxicating 
drinks is equally as guilty.

KEEP SEED POTATOES IN COOL PLACE 
FIND 6INGER A HELP 


A Fine Yield of Potatoes. 


(By WILLIAM H. UXDERWOOD.) 
Potatoes Intended for seed should 


be kept bard and plump during tbe 
winter and this can be done only by 
keeping them BO cool that they will 
nut sprout. 


When potatoes sprout they 
take 


part of the starch that is stored up in 
them and manufacture it into living 
cells. This energy is all wasted for 
the EproutB have to be pulled off. 


Some farmers make it a point to 


"sprout" their potatoes once or twice 
during the winter, this being done to 
prevent their growing. But the amount 
of energy thus lost is considerable, 
and the loss increases as the winter 
draws to a close. 


i raise potatoes in large quantities 


and each year place them In cold stor- 
age. I prefer to pay the expense of 
the storage and be-sure that they are 
kept in a perfectly plump state rather 
than to keep them in a room with a 
high temperature as is done by some. 


In the spring the potatoes come out 


of the cold storage house in perfect 
condition and it takes but a few week:-; 
for them to develop strong sprouts 
that rise out of the soil and develop 
strong stalks and leaves. 


Many farmers have not tbe oppor- 


tunity to put their potatoes in cold- 
storage houses, but they should en- 
deavor to keep their potatoes at 
a 


very low temperature. The nearer 33 
degrees the potatoes are kept, the bet- 
ter.

INJURIES BY THE BAGWORM! SOME PURE-MILK PROBLEMS 


In Last Few Years Pert Has Aban- 


doned Evergreens and Attacked 


Many Deciduous Trees. 


(By U IIASEMAN.) 


The tough silken bags hanging from 


lirr-bs and twigs of evergreen, shade 
and fruit trees in the winter are fa- 
miliar to many farmers throughout the 
country. The caterpillar which makes 
these is commonly called a bagworm, 
basketworm or dropworm. In the past 
It lias been more or Jess troublesome 
on evergreens, but in the last few 
years it has become destructive to 
many di-ciduous trees and shrubs. The 
rapid increase and spread of the peet

to orchards and to shade trees and or- 
namental shrubs in cities, parks and 
cemeteries have occasioned a great 
deal of loss in the past three or four 
years. 


The bagworm is easy to control, at 


least upon trees of moderate size. 
There are two methods of destroying 
the pest, by collecting all of the bags 
and by spraying with poison. If the 
bagworm is restricted to only a few 
trees, c-ne can easily collect all of the 
bags in the winter when the leaves 
are off. This method is in common 
use and is entirely effective, if care- 
fully done. It does not work so well 
on evergreens and, of course, is out 
of the question in very large orchards 
or groves. In such cases it is neces- 
sary to spray when the young cater- 
pillars begin to feed upon the foliage 
In the spring. Early spraying should 
be practiced as the pest is destroyed 
before the foliage is consumed. The 
first regular application of poison for 
the codling moth, Just after the blos- 
soms fall in the spring, will also con- 
trol the bagworm in orchards. One 
careful application of poison before 
the first of June will usually control 
the peat either upon fruit, evergreen 
or shade tree*.

Most Important Aside From Feeding 


Is of Barn and Its Accommoda- 


tions, Says Oregon' StudenU 


For the dairyman whose aim is ;he 


profitable production of pure mii\i, 
probably the most important problem, 
aside from the feeding, is that of the 
barn and its accommodations, write1? 
E. S» Wisdom, a student at tbe Ore- 
gon Agricultural college, in an article 
in the Oregon Countryman, the stu- 
dent agricultural magazine. 


The dairy cow requires, for the high- 


est 
production, 
comfortable 
and 


healthy quarters which are protected 
from the inclement weather, he con- 
tinues. A warm, substantial stable is 
almost imperative in the cold climate* 
It must not be forgotten, however, that 
the health of the herd is likely to bo 
impaired unless proper precautions are 
taken to insure rigid cleanliness and 
abundance of light and fresh air. 


An expensive structure is unnece!«- 


sary, but one that will be convenient 
for the labor and furnish contentment 
to the herd should be provided. The 
location should be chosen to maintain 
the highest degree of sanitation, de- 
pending largely upon the drainage. 
The tile-drained barnyards often elim- 
inate the undesirable conditions found 
commonly. Whenever it is possible. 
the barn should be built on a knoll, 
though never on an elevation higher 
than the house occupies. 


Convenience of access from differer.t 


parts of the farm saves labor and tirnr*. 
Barns near a main road or across a 
road from the house are not recom- 
mended. 
The landing should face 


north and south, so tbat the sunlight 
might enter from both sides during 
the day.

House, in Philadelphia, Known, 


but That Is At!. 


Excepting for a few months. Wash- 


ington lived in Philadelphia 
during 


his entire administrations as presi- 
dent of the United States, and John 
Adams did likewise during his term. 
There was no White House, but a 
brick house, and, as quite generally 
known, it stood on the south side of 
Market street between 
Fifth 
and 


Sixth streets. The house itself long 
since 
disappeared, 
and 
It 
seems 


strange that Philadelphia has never 
taken the trouble to make in a null- 
able way the spot where the nation's 
executive mansion stood when occcu- 
pied by the Father of His Country. 


When Washington came to Phila- 


delphia to attend the continental con- 
gress before taking command of toe 
army, he lived in the swellest board- 
Ing bouse in the city. 
It was kept by 


Mra. Trtsta, at the southwest corner tb« outer woman 


of Fifth and Market streets. 
But 


while more fashionable, the house has 
been far less famous than the bore 
modest one. two blocks farther west, 
at the southwest corner of Seventh 
and Market streets. It was in the lat- 
ter that Jefferson boarded, and on 
the 
second floor, corner room, in 


which he wrote the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 


According to John 
Adams, 
who 


could have qualified as chief gossip 
at any quilting party, 
Philadelphia 


was then away ahead of Boston and 
New York as a fashionable 
center. 


The great patriot told his Impressions 
in those voluminous letters to 
his 


wife. He was quite awed by the lo- 
cal splendor.—Philadelphia Ledger.
